Senator William E. Borah, Idaho, 
republican, and Senator James 
A. 
Heed, Missouri, democrat, were the 
central figures in 
today’s 
program 
which was conducted by that faction 
of Chicago republicans 
headed 
by 
State’s Attorney Robert 
E. 
Crowe 
and 
former Mayor 
William 
Hale 
Thompson. 
Senator Borah was scheduled for 
the principal address of the day at 
2 P. M. 
He delivered a radio speech 
over WON last 
night, 
explaining 
that he had come to Chicago to open 
a campaign among the voters of the 
nation “ to preserve the policies of 
George W ashington.” 
“I am here to continue the debate 
which " a s shut off in the senate by 
the voting of cloture,” he said. “ We 
are engaged in a campaign to pre­ 
serve the policies of George W ash­ 
ington. 
“I maintain that the great influ­ 
ence for peace in this world is the 
independent, uncontracted American 
government.” 
Senator Reed, in replying to the 
statement that the world court is an 
innocuous body having no jurisdic­ 
tion, said: 
“In that case the nine judges of 
the world court would be nine judi­ 
cial ciphers sitting in a vacuum.” 
Throughout 
Reed’s 
fiery speech 
rang repetitions of George W ashing­ 
ton’s w arnings 140 years ago against 
“ entangling alliances” and the works 
of Monroe and Jefferson. 
“Wherever you see a head, hit it,” 
that was his advice as to treatment 
of pro-court senators. 
“Twice,” he said, “ have the Am­ 
erican people rejected the League of 
Nations. 
Now the president and a 
majority of the senate have insolent­ 
ly defied the instructions of the peo­ 
ple. 
By methods as revolutionary 
as they were detestable 
we 
wrere 
rushed into the League.” 
Reed came to Chicago to address 
a meeting of the K nights of Colum­ 
bus and was asked to join the re­ 
publican protest against the w*orld 
court. 
He wras with the committee 
that met Borah Sunday.

In the Light of His Times

An American writer of some repute stirred up a con­ 
siderable sensation recently by declaring that George 
Washington was a hard swearing, card playing, whisky 
distilling gentleman quite unlike the exemplary individ­ 
ual we have been accustomed to think he was. 


But every man has a right to be judged in the light 
and according to the moral standards of his times. 


It is doubtless true that Mr. Washington was a dis­ 
tiller of whisky. 
Every other planter in Virginia was 
also a distiller just as he was a weaver, a miller and a 
carriage maker. 
But it must be remembered that that 
was in a day before the American Medical association had 
placed a stamp of disapproval on alcohol as a medicine 
or before industry had outlawed it as a wastrel. 


Mr. Washington was a man of exemplary habits ac­ 
cording to the standards of the times in which he lived. 
He adopted the standards then current and was faithful 
to them. 
Had he lived in our day he would have accepted 
the highest standards current among us and been just as 
faithful to them. 


It was a part of his character to be true to the best 
he knew. 
That he indulged in those things which may 
have come under the ban since his day is an incident. To undertake to defend an evil from 
which the American people are trying to free themselves by saying that George Washing­ 
ton endorsed it would be like arguing for the return of slavery because Washington’s plan­ 
tation was farmed by slave labor. 


Mr. Washington was a strict Episcopalian and found it difficult to give assent to the 
forms of worship employed by those of other faiths, but his practical common sense in our 
day of greater religious liberality would undoubtedly lead him to endorse any movement 
that was working toward greater toleration and charity between those of differing religi­ 
ous beliefs. 


Every man must be judged by the standards of his times and George Washington, 
judged by the standards of his times, was a god fearing, straight living gentleman.

U sing any kind of a pure bred sire 
will not insure success. 
Poor anim als 
are produced occasionally in pure-bred 
h erd s and judgm ent is needed In se­ 
lecting a pure-bred sire. 
A poor indi­ 
vidual with a registration certificate 
back of him m ay be som e b etter than j c en trales 
a grade with no pedigree, but th a t will 
not m ake him a profitable investm ent. 
A good sire needs to be a well bal­ 
anced Individual, be should lie by a 
proven sire, out of a high-producing 
dam, aud with plenty of good produc­ 
ing ancestry back of them. 
T h e best proof of a good sire Is to 
have 
produced 
uniform ly 
good 
off­ 
spring, but such sires a re not often 
for sale except at high prices. 
If an 
anim al cannot produce good offspring, 
neither pedigree or show type is of 
m uch value, hut it is unlikely th a t 
such a combination will occur.

BUZZARDS AND IKM TORS AM) BOSH 


UNDER this heading, “Blizzards and Doctors and Bosh,” tin 
M inneapolis Tribune carries a very sensible lead editorial in its! 
issue of February 18, in which it reveals the provincial attitude, 
of the New York Times, one of the greatest newspapers of the j 
nation’s metropolis. 
Brainerd is given wide publicity by this edi-J 
torial and the Minneapolis Tribune is entitled to thanks for set-j 
ting things right. 
“It is high time for publicists, of all persons, to get things 
straight in their minds about Minnesota as a community and about 
Minnesota winters. 
“A year or so ago a Cincinnati writer on radio matters print­ 
ed a story that represented Brainerd as being an isolated, bleak, 
uncultured town, deprived of, but an-hlingered and athirst for, 
church music. 
None of these things is true of Brainerd, as the 
people of that well-ordered little city quickly gave the world to 
understand. 
“Now comes the New York Times with a sympathizing edi­ 
torial about Ahura, Minn., which was without a resident physi­ 
cian for a time, but made arrangements to have one by guarantee­ 
ing him a certain yearly income. 
The editor of The ’l imes threw 
a note of tragedy into his condolence by likening the people of Al­ 
tilik to ‘the isolated colonists of early days.’ 
“ ‘The nearest doctor,’ we are told, ‘was IO miles away, and 
that is far when a Minnesota blizzard has blocked the roads.’ 
“It is obvious that the writer of the editorial was thinking of 
the ‘blizzard’ and the ‘blocked roads’ more sharply than he was 
about the ‘ten miles away. 
That is what readers of the editorial, 
remote from Minnesota or unfamiliar with conditions here, would 
be likely to get into their minds. 
They would put the lesser tiling 
ahead of the greater. 
It is a serious thing, if there is a blizzard 
and roads are blocked, to have the nearest doctor IO miles away 
when a doctor is needed, lait it can be just as serious to have the 
nearest doctor IO miles away when there is no blizzard and the 
roads are not blocked, and that serious aspect of the case holds 
good 365 days of the year. 
Blizzards and blocked roads in Min­ 
nesota are the very rare exception. 
They have been rarer in the 
last few years than blizzards and blocked streets around The 
Times building in New York, or around The Transcript building 
in Boston. 
“It is getting to be a debatable question whether ii would not 
be a good thing if Ahura and Minnesota had more blizzards, or at 
least more snow, than they have had in recent years. 
“New York city spent $2,500,000 and Boston $1,500,00 to get 
from under one heavy snow this season, and they had similar 
bills for removing another snow. Along about that time motorists 
were spinning over roads in Minnesota on their way from Winni­ 
peg to New Orleans— from pine to palm. 
Brainerd and Ahura 
residents could travel quite comfortably to any destination they 
might have in mind. 
Minneapolitans were hurrying hither and 
thither in their automobiles and motor trucks. 
If snow should 
clutter things up in this state, the state would emerge from under 
more quickly, perhaps than New York and Boston did. 
“Ahura is to be congratulated on retaining a physician for 
winter, spring, summer and autumn. 
Speaking in the idiom of 
slang, Ahura ‘should worry’ about blizzards and road embargoes. 
Speaking seriously, Ahura had reason to worry over the fact that 
the nearest doctor was IO miles away.”

D IR NATIONAL HERD 


G e o r g e W a s h i n g t o n is our national hero and continues to 
hold most securely his place in the hearts of his countrymen. 
When one reviews his life one finds that Washington was a man 
of action. The colonies had their crises too, well, every other day 
revealed one in revolutionary times. 
And the people always 
turned to Washington to solve the problems. 
We really believe 
that aphorism of “Let George do it” must have originated in co­ 
lonial times. 
At IG Washington was running survey lines and doing a 
man’s work. 
No matter what commission was entrusted to him, 
he executed it well and with dispatch. 
One must chuckle at reading a criticism of Rupert Hughes, 
the novelist, that Washington swore once in a while. 
We believe 
that if the transportation system of Washington’s army stuck in 
the mud, that George with his greater fluency of speech was able 
lo make any colonial mule-skinner take a back seat. 
Why even 
Sherman, we believe, said, “War is hell,” with an accent on the 
hell. 
Washington was human, he was no Greek god. 
Julius Cae­ 
sar was quite a handy man in his day, but Washington excelled 
him, tor Washington was a general, an administrator, an execu­ 
tive, a builder; a statesman, a politician, a patriot, a writer, an 
orator, etc. He served two terms as president and had tile stamina 
to refuse a third term. 
When Washington was first elected chief executive he called 
himself a mere soldier, and an old man besides; doubted his civil 
capacity; and coveted peace and retirement. 
But he had known 
it his duty to come; (we quote from Woodrow Wilson’s History 
of the American People). 
“The new government was to be one which could not only 
make laws, but execute them also; and Washington knew that 
no small part of its efficacy and prestige must depend upon him, 
its executive. 
“ ‘I walk,' he said, ‘upon untrodden ground. There is scarcely 
an action the motive of which may not be subjected to a double 
interpretation. 
There is scarcely any part of my conduct which 
cannot hereafter be drawn into precedent.’ ” 
Mere questions of etiquette assumed the importance of meas­ 
ures of statecraft. 
The President practiced no foolish seclusion. 
It was inbred in his principles that he should serve the people ip 
true republican spirit, without affectation or pretension. 
He 
walked the streets like other m en; rode forth for his exercise on 
horseback, as was his Virginian habit; was but little more punctili­ 
ous in dress and manner than he would have been at home. 
But 
the natural majesty of his person, h^s habitual gravity, his breed­ 
ing in a formal society, the impression he made upon every one 
of a man of high passion self-controlled, inevitably gave him dis­ 
tinction, and magnified his office in the imagination of all who 
saw or dealt with him.

the force which lowers the plunger, 
shutting off tho water as the tank 
fill*. 
A leaky, waterlogged flout holds 
the plunger up, permitting constant 
flow and waste of water. 
A small 
leak in a copper float can Im* soldered. 
If a glass float is broken or a copper 
float is badly corroded, do not try to 
repair It. 
A new five-inch copper flout 
costs about 40 cents. 
Plunger and Washer. 
Figure B shows the plunger and 
washer holder cap which screws on 
the bottom of the plunger. The wash­ 
er should he soft rubber or leu!her, 
because the force which holds ii lo its 
seat is not heavy. 
The cap is thin 
brass. 
To replace the washer, shut 
off the w ater and drain the tank. Un­ 


screw the two thumbscrews which 
pivot the float-rod lever and plunger 
lever. 
Bush the. two levers lo the 
left, (Ira wing the plunger lever through 
the head of the plunger. 
Lift out the 
plunger, unscrew the rap on the bot­ 
tom of the plunger, insert a soft, new 
washer, and reassemble the parts. The 
rap may be so corroded and weakened 
that it breaks during removal from 
the plunger. 
A new caf* Is then nec­ 
essary, and It is well to have one or 
two on hand. 
When putting a washer 
on a ball cock, examine tin* seat to 
sec that if is free of nicks and grit. 
It may need regrading. 
A flush valve, used in a low tank, 
is 
also erratic. 
Probably no other 
plumbing in the home needs attention 
so often. 
It Is under w ater and sub­ 
ject to fouling and neglect. 
The hol­ 
low rubber ball gets out of shape and 
fails to drop squarely into the hol­ 
lowed seat. 
The handle and lever fail 
to work smoothly or flu* lift wires get. 
out of plumb, causing tho ball to ro- 
nmlri up when It should drop to its 
seat. 
To 
remove 
these 
difficulties, 
stop Inflow to the tank by holding tip 
the float of the ball cock or support­ 
ing It with a stick. Drain the tank by 
raising the rubber ball. 
If the ball is 
worn, out of shape, or has lost its 
elasticity, unscrew the lower lift wire 
from the ball and replace with a new 
one. 
A 
2^4-inch 
rubber hall 
costs 
about 25 cents, and a new one should 
always be kept in tin* home. 
The lift 
wires should he straight and plumb, 
'rite lower lift wire is readily centered 
over the center of the valve by means 
of the adjustable guide bolder. 
By 
loosening the thumbscrew, tile bolder 
is raised, lowered or rotated about the 
overflow tube. 
Adjustment Important. 
By loosening tin* lock nut and turn­ 
ing tie* guide screw, the horizontal 
position of the guide is fixed exactly 
over the center of the valve. 
These 
adjustm ents are very important. 
The 
upper lift wire should loop into the 
lever arm hole nearest to a vertical 
from the center of the valve. 
A tank 
should 
empty 
within 
ten 
seconds. 
Owing to lengthening of the rubber 
hall and Insufficient rise from its scat, 
the time may he longer than ten sec­ 
onds with 
a correspondingly weak 
flush. 
This trouble may be overcome 
by shortening the loop in the upper 
lift win*. 
A drop or two of lubricat­ 
ing oil on the lever mechanism makes 
it work more smoothly.

Tile preseut-Uuy milking machines 
are such un improvement over the old- 
time machines that they may now he 
considered beyond the experimental 
stage. 
When first put on tHr* market, 
they naturally had a number of seri­ 
ous imperfections. 
These have been 
almost entirely overcome by tile in­ 
ventive ingenuity of man, so that to­ 
day it may safely be said that, the 
most modern of them are a success. 
The two chief stumbling blocks were 
keeping Hie machine clean and avoid­ 
ing injury to the udder of tin* cow. 
It is true that iii the hands of a care­ 
less operator they are still subject to 
criticism along these lines, but it is 
the fault of the operator, and not of 
th** machine. 
It will no doubt always 
require more intelligence un*] judg­ 
ment to operate them than is gen­ 
erally displayed by a large percentage 
of our hund-mllkcrs. 
It would be difficult to foretell what 
the future bus in store for the dairy­ 
man with the milking machine to do 
his milking. 
Nevertheless, the most 
difficult problem, I Ha t of hired help. 
should he ut least partially sol veil. If 
there is any one drawback to dairy 
fanning, it is tills one of keeping com­ 
petent aud reliable help. 
All other 
irksome farm operations seem to have 
been benefited by mechanical inven­ 
tion, hut milking, the most despised of 
them all, seems either to have been 
neglected, or to have been the more 
difficult to solve. 
Men hate the mo­ 
notony and regularity of hand-milk­ 
ing. 
Perhaps 
mechanical 
milking 
should prove more popular, as tile 
amount of time arid physical exertion 
Is greatly decreased. Already a great 
many have been installed in some of 
our best. dairies, aud their success 
there is being watched with much in 
tcrest by farmer dairymen.—II. E. 
Dvorachek, Colorado Agricultural Col­ 
lege.

Athens, O., Feb. 22.— (UP) — A 
graphic story of how two 
intrepid 
moonshiners, trapped in a cavern in 
the Pine Ridge district, 
fought 
a 
losing battle with fire and how one 
of them was killed aud the other’s 
feet burned off, was brought to Ath­ 
ens l*y prohibition agents. 
The victims were F rank Leningar, 
26, who was killed and his brother, 
Amos, 23. 
Called to the Pine Ridge district 
by

Fumes from a

of large barrels filled with 
mash. 
The cave had been equipped for living 
quarters and had been in use 
for 
months. 
Carbide lamps, such as those used 
by miners, formed the lighting ap­ 
paratus.
